Of Foe’s Ships ‘Out’ 


Allied Headquarters, Australia, May 9 (A P )—General 
Mac Arthur’s communique declared today that Allied losses 
were “relatively litfht” compared with Japan’s in the great 
battle of the Coral Sea from which the enemy apparently was 
withdrawing with Allied ships and planes in hot pursuit. 


CORAL SEA “BOX SCORE” 


With United States warships and bombers hot 
on (he heels of the shell-marked Japanese sea force. 
this was the Coral Sea battle score already an­ 
nounced officially: 
Japanese ships sunk; l l — An aircraft carrier, a 
heavy crusier, a litfht crusier, two destroyers, four 
gunboats, and two cargo or transport ships; 
Japanese ships damaged: ti— An aircraft carrier, 
a heavy cruiser, a light cruiser, a 9,000 ton seaplane 
tender and two transport or supply ships. 
(The second aircraft carrier may also have been 
sunk, on the basis of unofficial reports). 


The communique indicated that Japan may have suffered 
a naval disaster of the first magnitude, following the earlier 
announcement that her mighty invasion armada had failed 
to smash Australia’s defen.se and that its remnants had 
broken off the crucial six-day battle.

Courage Of American Soldiers Thrilled Chaplain Borleis, Local Grad, At Pearl Harbor

Where I*.S.-Japanese Naval Battle Rages 


The greatest thrill in the sneak 
attack of the Japs on Pearl Harbor I 
and Schofield barracks for Major 
J. H. August Borleis. Gettysburg 
college and seminary alumnus who 
was on duty with the United States 
Army in Hawaii on December 7. was j 
ro t supplied by the screaming Jap 
dive-bombers but by the spontane­ 
ous demonstration of courage and 
resourcefulness 
by 
Uncle 
Sam’s 
fighting men there. 
“They responded like veterans,” 
Chaplain Borleis said Friday in an 
interview at the home of his father- 
and mother-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Levi Diehl, Hanover street. “W ith­ 
out orders they piled out of the 
barracks and poured machine-gun 
and rifle fire into the low-flying Jap 
planes that were machine-gunning 
their barracks and bombing Wheeler 
field a short mile away. 
Morale High 
“Tile morale of the soldiers in 
Hawaii has been at its highest peak 
ever since December 7 and ifs per­ 
fectly true that they are hoping 
the Japs will come back. In peace 
time the American soldier always 
has been a fine man, but in war 
he is magnificent,” the Army chap­ 
lain declared. 
Chaplain Borleis, who in July will 
round out ll years in the United 
States Army as a chaplain, was 
placed in charge of the safety of 
the women and children after the 


attack broke. 
Later he was as­ 
signed to field duty with his regi­ 
ment—the 21st Infantry that in­ 
cludes a number of Adams county 
youths. Recently he arrived in this 
country for a “refresher” course at 
Fort Benjamin Harrison in Indiana 
after which he will be assigned to 
duty with a division in Texas. After 
21 months in Hawaii he spent sev­ 
eral days here and left today foi 
Indiana. 
Residence Near Barracks 
Chaplain Borleis was in his quarters 
at Schofield barracks preparing for 
Sunday school about 8 o’clock the 
morning of December 7 when the 
attack broke. His residence was only 
about a half block from the 21st 
Infantry barracks which were rid­ 
dled with machine gun bullets. Four 
houses surrounding the Borleis quar­ 
ters were hit, but their building 
escaped. Even in the others there 
were no casualties, he said. 
Tile first power dive and crash 
he heard he thought was a United 
States plane in a test flight that 
ended in disaster. 
But as other 
crashes followed he went outdoors 
to 
investigate what he 
thought 
might be a tactical problem. He saw 
the Jap planes overhead and was 
thrilled by the sight of Uncle Sam’s 
men blazing away at the planes with 
machine-guns and rifles and realized 
that here was "the real thing.” 
One soldier noticed by the chaplain 


had left his bunk clad only in 
shorts, grabbed a rifle and a hand­ 
e l of ammunition and was firing 
at the planes in the open area about 
the barracks with the machine-gun­ 
ners. 
Knows Rasmussen 
Chaplain Borleis was too busy with 
the women and children whom he 
directed 
into 
concrete 
barracks 
buildings for safety from machine 
gun bullets to see any of the aerial 
dogfights that took place that day. 
But he heard later of the exploits 
of such pilots as Philip Martin Ras­ 
mussen, Gettysburg college graduate 
of the elass of 1940, who was cited 
later for “gallantry and spectacular 
feats of heroism.” 
Rasmussen, whom Chaplain Borleis 
knows 
personally, 
was 
decorated 
lor downing one plane, but the 
major said Friday that Rasmussen 
and a companion each accounted for 
several Jap planes that day—“four 
or five apiece,” he said. 
Rasmussen and one of his com­ 
panions who distinguished himself 
in the aerial fighting that day were 
at their quarters in Wheeler field 
when the Japs struck. Their planes 
were nine miles away at an auxiliary 
lending field. They covered those 
nine miles in about seven minutes 
and took to the air at once to battle 
the Japs, he said. 
Passed Pearl Harbor 
From Schofield barracks columns 


of smoke from the burning ships in 
Pearl Harbor could be seen and 
that evening when Chaplain Borleis 
helped take the women and chil­ 
dren to Honolulu they passed along 
the edge of Pearl Harbor where they 
learned for the first of the damage 
done there in the surprise attack. 
Blacked out buses made the trip and 
required more than three hours to 
cover the 20-mile stretch. 
Chaplain Borleis’ wife and 13-year- 
old daughter. Lillian, were in the 
group taken to Honolulu. Later they 
returned to the post at Schofield 
barracks some time after Chaplain 
Borleis had rejoined his regiment 
which was then in the field. Mrs. 
Borleis and Lillian left Honolulu 
for the United States on April 5 
and an unexpected transfer order 
brought the Chaplain to this coun­ 
try a short time later. 
Lillian expects to remain here un­ 
til her school closes. She is now a 
pupil at the Lincoln school build­ 
ing. Both she and Mrs. Borleis may 
accompany the chaplain to his Texas 
post if family quarters are available 
there. 
Native of Baltimore 
Among the countians at Schofield 
barracks who are well known by 
Chaplain Borleis was Staff Sergeant 
Donald H. Lowe, of Fairfield, who 
since Pearl Harbor, has been trans­ 
ferred to this country for an of­ 
ficers’ training course. Lowe and

Zion charge at fitters, Pa., and then 
went on active duty with the Army. 
He has been stationed at several 
posts in the states and from 1933- 
1935 was in the Philippines.

The added announcement that “our attacks will continue” 
Indicated that allied ships and planes were chasing the Japa­ 
nese, seeking to bring them back into action or to scatter and 
destroy them. 
Text of Communique 
The full text of the communique said: 
“The great naval and air battle off the northeast 
coast of Australia has temporarily ceased. 
“This action represents the continued effort of 
the Japanese to extend their aggressive conquests 
toward the south and southeast. 
“First efforts were aimed at expanding his air 
hases hut our airforce has consistently and effec­ 
tively attacked his fields during the past six weeks, 
dislocating his plans through the destruction of 
installations and aircraft. 
“Our reconnaissance has revealed the gradual 
upbuilding of naval transport elements for the coor­ 
dinated attack of combined forces which was initi­ 
ated several days ago. Our naval forces then attacked 
in interceptions. 
“They were handled with marked skill, fought 
with 
admirable courage 
and 
tenacity and 
the 
enemy has been repulsed. Our attacks will continue." 
Up to the moment of the halt announced by the commu­ 
nique, Allied headquarters had listed these sunken Japanese 
ships: 
One aircraft carrier, one heavy cruiser, one light cruiser, 
tw o destroyers, four gunboats, one supply vessel and one 
transport. 
These had been announced as dam aged: 
One aircraft carrier (presumably totally disabled)t one 
heavy cruiser, one light cruiser, one 9,000-ton seaplane ten­ 
der, on© cargo vessel and one transport. 
H iitish Deny Damage 
Although unofficial reports had said the damaged aircraft 
carrier burst into flames after torpedo hits and ultimately 
sank, a government spokesman said there was no continua­ 
tion of this. 
Against these Japanese losses, Tokyo broadcasts put the 
Allied cost at one U. S. battleship and two U. S. aircraft 
carriers sunk, aud a British battleship and British (Aus­ 
tralian) cruiser damaged. 
The only comment on these claims was the prompt asser­ 
tion of the British Admiralty in London that no British 
battleship had been sunk or damaged in the action. 
The Australian press wrote joyously of the battle, the 
Sydney Daily Telegraph declaring that “all the news smacks 
strongly of a big victory.”

Washington, May 9 < AP*—Japan 
was regarded in Washington today 
as headed toward eventual naval 
exhaustion through such wearing 
losses as those in the Coral sea. 
But observers cautioned that the 
tide of ocean battle was still un­ 
turned and looked for sudden new 
Japanese blows—possibly a continu­ 
ance of the southward thru-t toward 
Australia. 
In the absence of an official final 
summary of the fight there was a 
tendency to believe that the Jap­ 
anese had suffered far heavier losses 
than the American units. 
If the Japanese had sunk even 
ship for ship, observers said, tile 
engagement would still be an Allied | church Sunday 
victory from the long term view 
The reason is that the Japanese arc 
believed to be unable to build fast 
enough to replace the major part of 
their losses. 
American building is 
thus far well ahead of what the 
Axis has been able to sink.
